Leopold Asks Foreign Min- 


isters of Six Nations to 
Formulate Peace 


(By The Associated Press) 


Europe today faced a week 


which many believed would bring 
developments pointing the way to 
peace or war. 


As it started statesmen were 


puzzled by sudden announcement 
of a new trade agreement between 
Communist Russia ?nd Nazi Ger- 
many. 


There was feverish diplomatic 


activity and military measures for 
possible conflict. Troops were re- 
ported massed on both sides of the 
Polish-Slovakian and Polish-Ger- 
man borders, 


Belgium, headed by a king who 


takes an active part in govern- 
ment affairs, 37-year-old Leopold, 
suddenly invited the foreign min- 
isters of The Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg, Sweden, Norway, Denmark 
and Finland to fly to Brussels for 
a hurried conference to formulate 
a peace plea to the larger nations. 


Access to Materials 


Political and economic sources 


in Berlin said the German-Soviet 
agreement probably would give 
Germany access to much-needed 
materials for strengthening the 
Reich's hand in Europe's power 
politics. 


In 
Moscow 
the 
newspaper 


Pravda, organ of the Communist 
Party, said the trade pact was 
expected to "dispel" an atmos- 
phere of "tense political relations" 
between the two countries. Fur- 
ther, Pravda said, "it may become 
a serious step in the direction of 
further improvement of not only 
economic but also political rela- 
tions between the U. S. S. R. and 
Germany." 


Meanwhile Great Britain and 


France, attempting to win Russia 
into a mutual assistance pact for 
which they have been negotiating 
since April, appeared no nearer 
agreement with Moscow. Military 
staff talks among the three pow- 
ers were resumed in the Soviet 
canital after a week-end recess. 


Prime Minister Chamberlain re- 


turned from his vacation for a 
meeting of cabinet ministers in 
London tomorrow to review the 
world situation 


Reckoning Approaches 


Germany's press stated that 


Germany's "day of reckoning" 
with Poland over the Danzig situa- 
tion was approaching. "German 
patience" was said to be fast dy- 
ing under "Polish insolence." 


Warsaw appeared calm in the 


crisis Poland was said to have 
sent troop reinforcements to her 
German and Slovak borders after 
Germanv was reported to have 
placed 250,000 troops under full 
war equipment along the Slovak 
side of the Polish frontier. The 
Polish moves were undertaken 
quietly, the only public announce- 
ment being that "certain defen- 
sne measures have been taken"

News of Crash. 


As the plane disappeared in the

'Hard-Boiled Diplomats' to Be Trained 


Washington ,Aug. 21 C/PJ—The 


Wage-Hour Administration today 
opened a school for the first of 
some 300 new inspectors whom 
Major Arthur L. Fletcher said he 
expected to be "hard-boiled diplo- 
mats." 


In advance of the classes the 


administration certified 
agricul- 


tural exemptions from the fair 
labor standards act with a bulle- 
tin 
defining 
such 
terms 
as 


"slaughtering," 
"dairying" 
and 


"processing of fruits." 


The exemption for workers in 


the slaughtering category, the ad- 
ministration ruled, will extend to 
those in all operations generally 
performed in connection with that 
work but not to workers who feed 
livestock or poultry in the yards". 


Where the act exempts the rais- 


ing of livestock, the bulletin de- 
fined this as the "breeding, fat- 
tening, feeding (on the farm) and 


general care" of "cattle, sheep 
horses, mules, jackasses or goats.' 


The 
bulletin 
listed 
among 


exempted dairying activities 
the 


milking of cows or goats, cooling 
and storing the milk, separating 
the cream, bottling, and making 
butter or cheese provided those 
operations are performed on . the 
farm. Ice cream making is not 
exempt. 


Processors of fresh fruits and 


vegetables' are exempt, but in the 
case of tomatoes, this covers only 
the growers and handlers—not the 
canners. 


The hulling, shelling, cracking 


or grinding of whole grains, in- 
cluding the milling of flour, and 
the stemming, redrymg and fer- 
menting of tobacco are exempted 
activities. 


A farmer's secretary, 
book- 


keeper or mght»- watchman is 
exempt, as are employes of farms 
operated experimentally by 
fac- 


tories.

WaiWngton, Aug. 11 <*»—The 


aircraft indusUy is booming and 
employment in shipyards and ar< 
senals is mounting as a result of 
the largest army and navy anc 
foreign orders since the Worlc 
War. 


Aircraft and engine plants have 


unfilled orders aggregating more 
than $300,000,000. Their 
total 


sales last year were only about 
$68,000,000. 
Labor department figures snow 
employment rising sharply in the 
industry as a result of heavy 
orders for warplanes from 
the 


American army and navy and 
from France, in particular, among 
foreign buyers. Wage earners in 
plane manufacturing plants alone 
increased from 24,739 in January 
to 35,935 at the end of June. 


Expanding navy yards are pre- 


paring to add 13,000 civilian em- 
ployes by January 1 to the 62,000 
already at work. With more than 
100 warships and auxiliaries on 
the ways or ordered, the number 
of workers already has risen from 
46,000 at the start of 1938 toward 
an estimated peak of 100,000 at 
the end of 1941. 


Commercial shipyards have ex- 


panded their forces to nearly 50,- 
000 and within two years naval 
experts expect possibly 200,000 
men to be employed in building 
or repairing warcraft at all estab- 
lishments. 


Some 14,000 are turning out 


guns and other material at the 
army's manufacturing arsenals, a 
gain of 4,000 within a year. 


Approximately 5150,000,000 in 
contracts for new tanks, guns and 
other weapons and materials to be 
let this fall by the army ordinance 
department may provide jobs for 
several times this many workers. 
Private industry will dp three- 
fourths of the work, officials said, 
and several hundred firms are ex- 
pected to share in the contracts.

Serving without evert the 51 a 


year stipend paid civilian volun- 
teer advisers and executives of the 
World War, the businessmen took 
home masses of data for study 
over the week-end after their 
initial session here Friday. Four 
arranged to meet again tomorrow 
with army and navy 
officials. 


Ninety-two officers in Washing- 
ton and key manufacturing cities 
are devoting their full time to in- 
dustrial blueprints. 


More than 20,000 plants have 


been surveyed since Congress, in 
the 1920 national defense act, or- 
dered precautionary preparations 
to prevent the confusion that at- 
tended the entry into the World 
War. 
Some 10,000 of these ten- 


tatively have been allotted definite 
tasks for "M-day"—the army's 
designation for the 
start of 


mobilization.

Torpedo Is Fired 
By Shadow of Ship 


New Weapon Controlled 


By Photoelectric Cell. 


WASHINGTON.—A torpedo that 


would utilize the ihai'ow of the ene- 
my ship to blow up that v«»el has 
been designed by John Hay* Ham- 
mond Jr. of Gloucester, Mass. This 
is revealed in a patent juit awarded 
here to Mr. Hammond. 


The torpedo is photo«lectrleall> 


operated. It travels deep under the 
surface of the water, turns sudden- 
ly upward when it comes in the 
shadow of the ship, and explodes 
under the ship's bottom. 


In the top of the torpedo is • 


photoelectric cell. This is connected 
to an electrical system which con- 
trols the course and the explosion 
of the torpedo. When the torpedo ii 
fired, natural day light filtering 
through the water is focused on the 
photoelectric cell and the solenoid 
mechanism which controls the ex- 
plosion is de-energued. 


However, as loon as the torpedo 


passes under tht bottom of the ship, 
the light to the photoelectric cell is 
cut off by the shadow of the ship. 
This is "noted" by the photoelectric 
cell. The mechanism controlling the 
course of the torpedo automatically 
changes so as to direct the torpedo 
upwardly against th/bottom. At the 
same time the solenoid is energized 
to explode the torpedo under the 
ship. 


To prevent premature explosions, 


as when the torpedo may pass un- 
der some floating debris, there is 
included a delay action unit which 
makes it necessary for the photo- 
electric cell to be cut off from light 
for an appreciable period of time 
before the torpedo will explode.

Believe Villages Buried . 


In Lava Many if ears Ago 
BERKELEY, CALIF.—That a tre- 


mendous volcanic eruption, compa- 
rable to Pompeii, occurred in conti- 
nental United States and perhaps 
buried several Indian villages in 
seething lava was reported by Pro- 
fessor Howell Williams, University 
of California volcanologist. 


An examination has shown that 


Mount Mazama, in southern Ore- 
gon, 
had a great eruption which 


blew off 6,000 feet of the mountain. 
This huge segment, which collapsed 
into the interior of the peak, formed 
the umplumbed crater which now is 
famed Crater lake, Professor Wil- 
liams said. The eruption was ac- 
companied by discharge of such 
great quantities of lava and pumice 
that the volcanic layer 60 miles from 
the mountain still is two to three 
feet thick despite the centuries of 
exposure to the elements, the vol- 
canologist reported. 


The possibility that human bc<ngs 


perished in the eruption was dis- 
closed when a quantity ot knives and 
other artifacts of an ancient Indian 
race were found underneath the 
pumice on the bank of the Deschutes 
river, more than 50 miles from the 
crater.
